He Ottoman Kingdom by daily Cots 
queſts, being now become dreadful 
to the Neighbauring Princes, both in 
hy Aſia and Exrope ; it was agreed betyeen 
2 the Chriſtian Princes of Exrope,and the Mahometan 
4 Princes of Aſia, That whenſoever Ammrath invaded

and ſo returned again to Andriaxople, then the ſeat 
of the Turkiſh Kings,with great Booty, This pteaſed 
Amnrath ſowell, that preſently after, himſelf in 
perſon made another inroad ; commanding the 
Prixice of Serv14 (whom he had forced a little before 
to give him his Daughter in marriage ) to give him 
free paſlage through his Country, and forcing Dra- 
cula, Prince of Walachia, to aid himin that expe- 
dition: Which commands of his, theſe two Prin- 
ces obeyed more out of fear, then good will. 4- 
wrath having ſatisfied his revenge {by ſpoiling the 
Cow try, and enriched his Soldiers therewith, re- 
turned home , and winter'd at Andriavople ; and 
there underitanding, that George Prince of Servia, 
his Father in Law, was the chief auther in the agree - 
ment between the Princes of £#rope and A/ia,though 
he ſeemed to be theleaſt a&tor,;/ reſolved to take him 
out of the way 3: and to that end ſends for him to his 
Court at Azdr1anople.

vout to trouble the Government of M/ad:ſlam, 
ſtirring up great Wars againſt him both abread and 
at home, till ſhe ended theQuarrel and her life 
together.

This City well ſeated by natute ; inviron*d 
on the Eaſt with the Danube, on the South with the 
ereat River Sawns, and on theawo other fades with 
deep Ditches, and high large Walls, was then ac- 
counted the Gate of H#ygary ; being twice ter- 
ribly aſſauled by Ammwmrath, was valiantly defended, 
and he beaten back with great loſs. 

He finding it a matter of ſo great difficulty, began 
to raiſe Mounts and high Towers 'of wood to _y

ſenrions in pore troubled with the Queen and her Party, made

the Defendants, and furiouſly battered the walls 
cauſing alſo great numbersof Galljes and ſmall Pi- 
naces to be brought into both the Rivers of Da- 
mbins and Savins, to aflault the City on thoſe parts 
where the defendants leaſt feared, and to keep them 
from all ſucceurs to beſent them from Hungary. 

Yet for all his ſtrength and rage, the City was 
ftrongly and valiantly defended by the Chriſtians, 
who, under the leading of 7 oannes {rancs a Floren- 
tine, by often ſallies, and continual ſhot, ſlew great 
numbers of the Turks. 

. During the time of this Siege, #1ad:/laws being 


Amnrath, who knew his troubles, to continue his 
Siege with great violence, hoping that the Chriſtians 
deſpairing of help, (though his Camp was oppreſſed 
with famine) would in ſhort time yield it up. 
Kladiflans ſeeing himſelf unable by force to relieve 
it, and conſidering that the Turkiſh King had not 
long before by his Embaſſadours defired amity and 
friendſhip ; ſent three Polonian Noblemen as Em- 
bafſadors to Ammrath, declaring unto him , That 
ſecing he had offered to joyn with him in League 
and amity, ke could not ſafely take up Armes a- 
gainſt him, though in his own juſt defence, before 


- he had offered him reaſonable Conditions of Peace ; 


wherefore if he would deſiſt from invading Hws- 
gary, Whereof he was choſen King, and raiſe his 
Siege, he ſhould afterwards eaſily agree to the de- 
fired Peace ; wherein he ſhould not find him in 
2ny Princely courtefie inferior to himſelf : But if 
he would proceed in Armes, and make proof of 
his {trength, he would uſe his utmoſt endeavour 
to make him know he was able, in ſo juſt a quar-

rel, to withſtand his greateſt forces, and to revenge 


his wrongs. Upon receipt of this Embaſſage, A4- 
murath appointed the Etmbaſladors' to withdraw to

it for their ſafety, but intending inftantly to do his 
utmoſt for gaining ofthe City, and upon the ſuc- 
ceſs to give them anſwer accordingly ; wherefore 
upon the departure of the Embaſladots, he firſt tried 
the minds of the Cirizens and Soldiers. by fair and 
oreat promiſes of large liberties, and infinite rewards 
if they would:yield up the City ; and many Arrows 
with Letters made falt unto them full of great pro- 
miſes, were at the ſame time ſhot into the City : but 
ſeeing no hope of prevailing that way,he called toge- 
ther all the Captains and Commanders of his Army, 
and made a notable Speech to encourage ; 
which ended, the Captains joyfully departed, as 1f 
they had been already aſſured of the ViRtory, © The 
next morning very early, eAmurath commandedan 
aſſault to be given unto a great breach, which he 
had made in the wall; the Souldiers did accord- 
ingly with great Courage -, and having valiantly 
won the ſame, and entring with afſured hope 
of ViRory, the Chriſtians ſeeing all in danger 
to be loſt, running to. the Breach from all parts of 
the City, ſo forcibly charged the inſulting enemy on 
every fide, that he was forced to retire with more 
hafte then before heentred ; in which retreat ma- 
ny of them were {lain, and the reft flying out at 
the breach , were either lain, - or burnt to death

Hwmades and the good Biſhop beholding them 
with much grief, although they knew themſelves un- 
able to withſtand them, their number being incon- 
{iderable, and their men unfit for ſervice, -raw and 
unexpert , taken up in haſte ; yet thought it bet- 
ter with the power they had, to go out and engage 
them, though they ſhould die in the enterpriſe, 
then ſee their Country thus ruined. And being car- 
ried on with too hot a defire of revenge , they

Whereupon he: places a molt valiant Captain, one 
not much unlike himſelf, with a ſirong guard of 
his beſt Horſe, in the place where - bumſelf in- 
tended to Charge , changing beth armor and horſe 
with him, which the ſaid Captain willingly ander- 
took, Humades purſuing the Baſla , ſought by 
all means to tay'him, that ſo he-might engage him 
in ſome advantagious place before he got cut of 
his Country. - At laſt, finding a convemient- place 
and opportunity, | he futiouſly charges the.-Turk,

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thereby for ever enriched, Humades cauſed Prayers 
and Thankſgivings to be made for three days after 
in all Churches throughout Moldavia, Walachia, 
and Trayſylvama, Afterwards he went in Triumph 
to Buda, and there preſented to King Z/ad:ſlaxs the 
enemies Enfigns, with ſo much of the ſpoil, as 
| might declare the greatneſs of the Victory : which 
the King received with great thanks, and gave great 
commendations of his valour. 

Alittle befere this great overthrow, Amurath aſ- 
ſuring himſelf of Victory, ſent-a proud Embaſſage 
unto King Zlad:/lams, offering him peace upon this 
condition, That he ſhould either delrver unto him the 
ſtrong City of Belgrade, or elſe yield to pay him a 
yearly Tribute, But U1ladiſlaus hearing of the Vi- 
Rory 1a Hwungary, diſmifled his Ambaſſadors with 
this anſwer, That according to the iſſue of matters in 
Tranſylvania, hezwould ſhortly himſelf in per ſon come, 
ad lor Klee fill noe, 

ladiſlans not being ignorant how much the news 
of this great overthrow would ſtiriup in proud Ann 
rath a deſire of Revenge, and knowing his great 
power to effect it ; like a prudent Governor labours 
to provide againſt his fury, and to that pnrpoſe call- 
ins together the States of his Kingdom, he pro- 
pounded unto them the greatneſs of the danger 
threatned by the incenſed Turk ; atwhich Aﬀembly 
of States was preſent 7 alan Cardinal of St. Angel, 
ſent thirher of purpoſe by the Pope, to fiir up the 
Hungarians againſt the Turk, who made an excel- 
lent Speech, laying before them their miſery if con- 
'quered, and exhorting them to follow the ViRtory, 
and provide againſt the Turks rage; which was ſe- 
conded by the old Deſpot of Servia, who with tear 
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in his eyes preſſed the buſineſs ſo home, that a 
Decree was made by the whole Court of Parlia- 
ment, That thr Kirg ſhoutd himſelf in Perſon 
with all ſpeed poſſible wndertghe that hononrably 
War ; ſo that though Winter were neer approach- 
ing, yetthey fe!l ro lifting of men in all parts, and 
ſent their Embaſſadors to the Emperour. and 
neighbouring Princes to defire help, who for the 
molt part excuſed then elves; however many de- 
vout Chriſtians from all parts cane and liſted 
themſelves, forizking all that was dear unto 
them for the cauſe of Chriſtianity. 
#adiſlcus., The Spring coming en, the firſt of Hay King 
mu chah T/adi ſlew ſer forward from Buda, and ſo march- 
Co a... Edalong ihe River Danube, until he came within 
P yagainſt'fight of Scp-ia, on the frontiers of Bulgaria ; 
the Turk, which City being badly fortified , he preſently 
took ; and becauſe it was not to be held, be cau- 
ſed it to be burnt,as were all the other Towns and 
Villages thereabouts : from thence he marched 
to the River Moravia ; hence he ſent £00 Horſe 
'men over the River to view the Country, to fee 
which way his Army might more ſafely paſs; who 
underflanding by 'fome of the Turks Scouts taken, 
that 2000 Turks were near at hand, they returned 
'back, being unable to encounter them. The next 
day the King paſſed over the River, and being 
advertiſed by his Scouts, that the Turks were ap 
-proaching, having placed their ambuſhes , and 
expected onely a fit place to ſer upon him , he in 
-medizt'y entred into Councel with his beſt and + 
moſt expet Captains, who reſolved, That tht | 
next night Huniades with 10000 choice Hor/emm 
ſeould npon the ſudden ſet npon the Entmy : Heac 
o Es cording!y: 
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xordingly aboutehe firſt watch ot che night, can- 
dv&ed by the Spies, fell upon them, being helped 
.by-the bright ſhiniog of the Moon which ſudden- 
broke from -under a Cloud ; he put them to 


mother under foot, and deſtroyed many : ſo that 
in this fight there fell of the Turks 30000 men 
beſides 4000taken Priſoners : They took likewiſe 
all che riches of their Camp, which- was very great. 
Huniades having in ſo ſhort a time, and with 
ſuch a handful of men, gained ſo great v Victory, 
and inriched his Army, returned in great Triumph 
to the King. 

The King and Deſpot hearing of his coming, 
went our three miles co meet him, where he was 
received with great joy by the King; and when 
he would have a-lighted at the approach of the 
King, he would not ſuffer him, but took him by 
the right hand , welcoming him; and thanking 
God, that had given him ſuch a Captain that was 
able to rule the Roman Empire : ſo the Soldiers 
receiving one another with general joy, they re- 
turned to their Camps, where they cauſed general 
Prayers with Thankſgsvings to be made for this 

- Victory. 

After this great Victory obtained, the King 
proceeded by the perſwaſton of the Popes Legat 
to take in all the reſt of Butparia; and Huniades 
having gained Intelligence that from Sophia it was

pen; wherefore marching forward, he took in all 
the Country of Bulgaria, ſome by force, and 
ſome by compoſition : But being come to Hemw, 
be found by his Scouts that both the paſſages 
were ſhnt faſt up with ſtone , and being Winter- 
time, the Turks had in many places poured great 
ſtore of water, which being frozen, made the 
way unpaſlable. Beſides meeting with many 0- 
ther inconveniences, he was forced to retire; and 
without doubt, bad not his Army been kept to- 
gerher by his diligence and encouragement, they 
had been diffolved. But whilſt Han:iades was ex» 
 horting his Soldiers to bear theſe difficulties, news 
was brought by Scouts, that the Turks was com: 
ing after him, againſt theſe he oppoſed himſelf, 
who engaging them eight times with his Horſe- 

men, forced them as often to retreat. 
In retreating from the impregnable Mountain 
Hemus, Huniades and the old Deſpot followed 
King Uladiſlaus and his Army about a days 
March behind. - Carambey Baſſa of Romania, un- 
derſtanding the Hungarians retrear, being Gen- 
neral of Amuraths Army, and by him command- 
TheTurks ed to keep theſe ſtraits, preſently follows them, 
- ud with tull interit to be revenged of the Hungarians,

. Not long after this great overthcow, conſulting 
about removing the Turks Gariſons left for keep» 
ing the ſtraight paſſages of the Mountains, and 
proſecution of the War, Uladiſiaus, confi- 
dering the difficulty of the matter, and his Sol- 
diers neceſlities, thought not good to proſecute, 
but forthwith to return; but being over-ruled by 
Hwuniages ind the Deſpot, yielded to the contra- 
ry, and ſo commanded to ſet forward : But after 
divers attempts, and loſs of a great number of 
Men, deſpaiting to force their paſſage, they

By the way, coming into a great Wood fall of 
Bops and Watercourſes, the Tarks following ftill 
in the Rear, a great miſchief happened ; for the 
Torks charging in the Rear, and the Hungarians 
etakingthe Alarm inthe van, in facing abour to the 
relief of thoſe in the Rear, many periſhed by fall- 
ing into the Bogs : In this skirmiſh the Chriſtians 
loft $0 of their light Horſemen ; but” of the Turks, 
beſides the ſlain, were taken 180, yet the Chri- 
ſtians reccived more loſs by the difficulty of the 
place, then charge of the enemy. 

Uladiſlaus leeing wants encreaſe daily in his 
Army ; and that by reaſon of the abundance of 
Carriages, multitude of Baggage, and often af- 
faults of the Turks, he was able to make no-way , 
fearing that by ſo tedious and flow a march, 
through ſo long and troubleſome a way, and ſo 
barren a place, his Army would: be loſt; cauſed 
allthe Carriages and Baggage to be brought into 
the midft of the Army, and all ſuch things as ſer- 
vea rather for burthen, then uſe, to be burnt ; 
and che Arrmes as well what he OE 
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the Enemy as of the Men he loſt, to be buried 

under ground, and all the weak beaſts to be killed ; 

So the Army being eaſed of all its unprofitable 

burdens, marched more ſwiftly, and avoided the * 

aſſaults of the Turks , and ſo at length by long 

journeys he arrived at Belgrade, where he was of 

his Subze&ts honourably received; ard after ha- 

ving ftayed three days to refreſh his Army, he 

departed thence,aud paſſing over the River Sar, 

came to the Royal City of Haxgary, into which 

he rode in great Triumph : As {oon as V/adiſlans 

came to the Gate ot the City, he alighted from 

his Horſe, and went. on fuot to the Cathedral 

Church, -and there gzve thanks to Almighty God

Hwaxiader having 
hardly eſcaped the cruelty of Thieves, and the mi- 
ſery of hunger and cold, at laſt arrived at Sinde- 
ryo>is, a City in Servia, where by command from 
the trecherous Deſpot, he was apprehended and 
impriſoned ; but after Ten days ftay, releaſed 
again by his order ; and upon Chriſtmas-day com- 
iog to Sepedinum, was honourably received of 
the Nobility, and a great concourſe of people.

men, fitted every way for War ; ( for the Biſhops 
of Huxgary being very rich, were of old time ap- 
pointed to keep great numbers of Horfemen fot 
def-nce of their Country) withinten miles of Bax: 
ovia, where Grittns lay, this moved Gritras, fear- 
ing that he ſhould be inforced to parley with an 
enemy in open fields, and in ſight of all his fol: 
lowers. Theſe two met in open field, and dined 
together, more like enemies then friends ; but 
Gritt;z troubled at his entertainment, departed, 
and vowed revenge : In purſuance of which, by

The report of this Murder cauſed all the people

Solyman upon his entrance on the Perſian Wars, 
having lefc 1{ahomeres a valiant Captain Gover- 
our of the Turks, Governour of Belgrade, with 
the keeping of thoſe Frontires, and protection of 
the Kingdom of Huxgary in behalf of King 7obr ; 
he uſed che- matter fo, that he had taken above 
Thirty ſwall Caftles i in the Country ; among the 
reſt one Ex:k, which for that it was well ſcituate, 
be ſtrongly fortified, becauſe it gave paſſage 0- 
yer the River Dav#s into Ha;gary, from whence 
he ferchr infinite preys out of King Ferdinands 
Country.

But ſome ſay that the Commnillary had mo- 
ney by him , which he had order not to part with 
without great necellity. 

This revolt being of dangerous conſequence, 
the Privy Council hath ordered General Soxches 
to march that way with all expedition, and to 
place ſure menin Zatmar and 7 okay, leſt thoſe and 
other places of Tranſylvania and Upper. Hungary 
{ſhould be led away by the formerill example. But 
it is not enough to ſend men, unleG they ſend mo»

The Grand Seignior enraged that Serini makes 
ſo bold in his Territories, has taken the field ſoo» 
\ ner then he intended,and fer a price upon his head; 

reſolving to have it either by force or treachery ; 
| yea, *tis ſaid that he hath drawn out one half of 
the frontier Gariſons againft him. And tis alſo 
rumoured that the Turks and Tartars are nume- 
routly gatered about Stul/-Werfſenburg , with de- 
fione to fall upon hin; who ('tis alſo ſaid) reſolves 
to meet and fight them: But there is great fear, 
left, on the other tide of the Danube the enemy 
ſhould makean inroad into the Emperours heredi- 
tary countries. 

The Grand Seignior being reſolved to profe- 
cute the War againſt Chriſftendowe, had decermined 
to diſmiſs all Chriftian Miniſters and Refjidents

But-to ſo high 'a pitch of fame hath the ſaid 
Count Seri: riſen, and ſo great a reputation hath 
he acquired, that he is not onely greatly renowned, 
but highly reſpe&ed thorowout Chriſtendom ; in= 
ſomuch that when his death was but rumour'd, it 
cauſed ſadnefs in all hearts , and blackneſs in all fa- 
ces, Whe'e was any ſenſe of the preſent fate of af- 
fairs; eſpecially when the reportlinger'd a while, - 
without probable contradi&ion. But bleſſed be 
God, that cloud is blown over; and this our He- 
roe, though-he hath been deeply engagedin defpe- 
rate defignes, 1s himſelf preſerved, to thegreat joy 
and comfort of all good Chriſtians ,” as well as to 
the grief and perplexity of the Infidels, to whom 
he is become a terrour, and againſt whom they 
bend their principal force. 

His Victorious proceedings againſt the'enemy 
are on all hands confirmed; that he hath not onely 


taken Five-kirk, (a very confiderable place) but 


divers ocher places of conſequence. The taking 
of this Five-kirk was horribly ſangume : for it 
ſeems they within ( diſpiſing his ſmall ſtrength) 
pretending-a complyance with his Propoſitions,

: And thus we have ſeen the ſeveral. attempts 
made by the Turks upoa the German Empe- 
rour and his Dominions , from firſt- to laſt ; 
with the events and ſucceſſes thereof. We 

\ ſhould now proceed to trace them further/in 
their preſent deſignes ; but time of ation co- 
ming on, and that like to be ſharp and fo to 
afford matter of large diſcourſe ; this Vo» 
lume being already brought to a convenient 
magnitude, we ſhall here conclude ; and ac- 
cording to encouragement received from 
this, we ſhall hereafter goon to continue the 
Work, or not. 
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
